Mr. Reginald McKenna's speech in the 
City of London yesterday ought to be 
worth a million votes to Mr. Bonar Law. 
Mr. McKenna has been a Liberal Cabinet 
Minister. He was Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer under Mr. Asquith, and since the 
Armistice, although he has devoted, all 
his attention to his work as Chairman of 
the London Joint City and Midland Bank, 
he has been regarded generally as a “ Wee 
Free.” Certainly there is no man in 
England to-day who has a saner outlook 
on world affairs than Mr. McKenna. Tis 
| most bitter enemy never could accuse him 
of being a “ die-hard,”’ and all his speeches 
on financial affairs have interpreted accu- 
rately the mind of the British commercial 
world. His unqualified support of the 
new Government, therefore, will bring the 
whole business community to the side of 
Mr. Bonar Law. The majority of British 
men of affairs have no particular party. 
These men owe allegiance to no political 
master; what they want is peace in which 
to further the interests of their trade and 
‘efficient administration of the nation's 
finances. In Mr. McKenna 's words, they 
are tired of a “policy of improvised 
adventure, regardless of cost and reckless 
of consequence,”” They want the restoration 
of that commercial confidence which was 
founded on the wise direction of financial 
and foreign policy, and Mr. McKenna 
believes that the new Government will 
give it to them, Throughout his speech 
he insisted on this point. Brilliance may 
be all very well in its way and experiment 
always is interesting; but “ritain can 
atford neither luxury at present. The 
time has come when realities must be 
faced. 
Four years have passed since the signing 
of the Armistice, and the condition oí 
*Europe to-day is worse than it was in 
1918. Foreign trade is disorganised and 
out of gear. Unemployment exists to “an 
appalling degree,” while throughout the 
Continent of Europe money is' being 
squandered lavishly and without scruple. 
The position in Britain, said Mr. 
McKenna, has become a positive danger 
to the economic stability of the country. 
Progressive taxation js stifling enterprise. 
Trade is being hindered at every turn, Our 
relations with foreign Powers are going 
from bad to worse, and Britain is losing 
that confidence in her good faith which 


in happier days. Mr. McKenna did not 
attribute all these evils to Mr. Lloyd 
George. Everybody knows that many of 
them have their engim 3n circumstances 
over which he or anybody else had not 
the slightest control. Nevertheless, there 
is no doubt that Mr. Lioyd George failed 
in any way to better them, and it is for 
that reason that Mr. McKenna and the 
business men of Britain have decided 
to support Mr, Bonar Law. What is 
the alternative? Mr, McKenna analysed 
the possibilities very clearly, The nation 
can return Mr. Lloyd George again at the 
polls; it can return the Labour Party ; 
and. it can return Mr, Bonar Law at the 
head of a Conservative Government. There 
is no other feasible solution. No further 
group or coalition of groups can hope to 
snatch a victory. 

Government by a dominating personality, 
as Mr. McKenna showed, has obvious 
advantages in times of war, but jn peace 
it is a failure. Those “vitalising and 
energising qualities’’ which constitute the 
“fighting spirit’ rarely axe associated 
with the “quiet virtues of economy, 
efficiency and sober regard of realities.” 
Clearly, there can be no return to Mr. 
Lloyd George's methods for many years. 
Then Mr. McKenna tackled the Labour 
Party. He began by bursting the bubble 
of British Bolshevism. There is, and 
will, be, no such thing; but Labour’s 
oficial programme contains some very 
dangerous items. Its guiding principles 
seem to be war on private enterprise 
and a capital levy. Russia is a 
standing example of the straits to which 
& great nation can be reduced by such 
methods, and the British voter has no 
intention of exposing his country to the 
risk of ruin. By a process of elimination, 
therefore, Mr. McKenna arrived back at 
his starting-point, Mr. Bonar Law's 
Government offers the country its only 
prospect of stability and peace. It may

Canadian Cattle. 


The question of the admission oí 
Canadian cattle to Great Britain has‘ been 
settled in favour of Canada. Some weeks

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Churchill, presided at the recent con- THE ART OF EL 
ferences. In a statement to The Times 


Mr. W. 8. Fielding, the Canadian Minister 


of Sir Arthur Griffith-Boscawen’s action. 
In fact, the Canadian representatives 
believe that there is as little danger 
of the repudiation of the agreement 
as there is of the rejection of the Trish 
Treaty. They are so well pleased with 
the terms of settlement—-which will be 
announced from the Colonial Office—that 
it is quite clear that the precautions for 
the health of British cattle will put no 
serious. restrictions. on the import of 
Canadian stores. We must regard the re- 
moval of the embargo, therefore, as an 
accomplished fact; and this is ‘not all. 
Canada has blazed a trail for other 
Dominions of the Empire. Already 
General Smuts has declared that South 
Africa will claim a similar right of entry 
for her cattle, and of course the claim 
will be conceded. Thus one ol Ireland’s 
foremost industries is menaced with grave 
danger. The blow, against. which our 
soundest economists have warned her for 
many years, has fallon and, unfortunately, 
it finds her wholly unprepared. We do 
not suppose that our cattle industry ever 
was in a more defenceless or disorganised | e 
condition than at the present time. It 
has suffered grievously from strikes, sus- 
pension of railway services and all the 
other symptoms of our national sickness. 
Even now, however, ij must make an 
effort to face facts. It cannot hope to be 
able to put back the hands of the clock. 
Except for the advantages which geography 
confers, its highly favoured positien in 
the Britis markets has gone for ever. 
Our farmers must make haste to adjust 
their industry to an entirely new set cf 
conditions ; they must open their minds 
to new policies and to new methods. Above 
all things, they must strive for the speedy 
return of peace to Ireland. 


America on the Rhinc. 


Though no official confirmation is forth- 
coming, the statement of the Chicago 
Tribune's Coblentz Correspondent that the 
American Army of Occupation is about to 
be withdrawn may be accepted as true. 
The report apparently is based upon the 
fact that a representative of the State 
Department at Washington, Mr. William 
Castle, has arrived in Coblentz, where the 
American Army, now numbering only a 
thousand men, mostly engaged on adminis- 
trative work, is sandwiched between the 
British and French areas of occupation. 
It is, indeed, an open secret that the 
presence of the remnant of the American 
Army in German territory has been in 
some ways a source of trouble to the 
Administration. There are reports that 
Major-General Allen, the Commander-in- 
Chief, has modelled his activities upon 
those of the French Army of Occupation 
to an extent that has drawn protests not 
only from influential Americans travelling 
in the Rhineland, but from American 
diplomatic and consular representatives 
stationed in adjoining German territory. 
The view urged upon Washington has 
been that, whatever reasons, based on 
policy or merely on human nature, the 
French might have for “rubbing it in ” to 
the Germans, Americans had no such 
reasons. Mr, William Castle, in a word, 
has been sent by Washington to Coblentz 
to investigate the allegations that General 
Allen's régime is bringing odium—German 
odium, if no other—on the United States. 
By this time, in all probability, he has 
made his report, advising President Hard- 
ing that the easiest way out of ‘the diffi- 
culty will be the complete withdrawal of 
the American forces.

Unwithered Age. 


Very few people have the magic gift of 
never growing old. To what spiritual 
wells of eternal youth these Ponce de 
Léons have made successful pilgrimage we 
do not know, since they cannot tell us. 
If they are urged to reveal their 
secret, they fall back on some barren 
formula—that they avoid the use of 
tohaceo, or dance a hornpipe before 
breakfast, or read a chapter of Marcus 
Aurelius before retiring to rest. The 
truth is that their spiritual arteries never 
harden, and the zest of life—the ability 
to look forward and not backward, out- 
ward and not inward—never dies in their 
bones, Why it does not die remains as 
much a mystery as ever. That particular 
elixir, if it be an elixir, never has been 
consciously distilled. Of all those who, 
living to-day, can lay claim to perpetual 
youth Madame Sarah Bernhardt easily 
heads the list. It is not merely that none 
who has. seen her act in days long past 
can imagine her as anything but young, 
but that those who have seen her act 
within the last year or two—an old woman 
of seventy-six—found her as young as ever. 
The divine Sarah’s activities reach beyond 
the stage. She writes, she paints, she 
gardens, she. is a sculptress. In the 
multiplicity of her interests, perhaps, lies 
the secret of her wondrous vitality. For 
the groundlings there is here an example 
to be followed, since we have all our 
audiences, small, but faithful to the last. 
We can try to remain young, even as 
Sarah Bernhardt defeats age for the 
artistic pleasure of the world.

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The eeries of four Hermione lectures in 
Alexandra College, Dublin, is beimg delivered 
this year by Mr, 8.

The splendid colour and rich fantasy 
of Venetian painting could not satisfy his 
assion for uncompromising truth; but the 
Spaniard was as literal and as uncompromising 
in his desire for truth im art as the Greek, 
and painting could lay no deep hold on the 
Spanish mind so long os it confined itself to 
the decorative conventions which satisfied the 
Italian and, im a diffierent way, the Flemish 
schools that had hitherto served as models for 
Spanish artists.

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There was in El Greco's violent breaking 
away from the richness of Titian’s colouring a 
certain brutality. Colour and light, im the 
first pictures that he painted for Philip il. 
, that of the martyrdom of St. Maurice and the 
Christian Legion—seem to battle for first place. 
El Greco was not: concerned to beautify, but 
to -represent, the scene, to carry conviction 
rather than to please; and it was significant 
that though King Philip could not bring him- 
self to put so terrible a picture in its intended 
place at the Escurial, he accepted it, amd did 
not withdraw his favour from the artist. 
In 1584 the “Burial of the Conde de

Rafet Pasha, the . newly-appointed 
Kemalist Governor of Thrace, in the 
course of a speech at the Constantinople 
University, outliried the political pro- 
gramme of the Angora Government. 

Angora’s foreign policy, he declared, was 
based. on the realisation of the national 
pact. without any Imperialistic aim. Its 


home policy had been determined by the 


organic law voted by the elected National 
Assembly, and was, therefore, based on 
the sovereignty of the people without any 
reservation. 

Legislative and Executive powers were 
vested in the Assembly, who would: appoint 
responsible Commissaries to carry on the 
government on instructions given by the 
Assembly. 

General Rafet Pasha spoke against the 
Republican régime, and referred to. the 
Caliph as a sacred personage charged to 
hold spiritual power over the Mussulman 
world. If, however, the Caliph ceased to 
be Sultan, his temporal power would fall 
to the nation, 


ORDERLY EVACUATION. 


The evacuation of Thrace by the Greek 
troops has been almost completed. The Allied 
representatives have drawn up, in collaboration 
with Rafet Pasha, a programme for the in- 
stallation of the Turkish Administration in 
Thrace in successive zones on fixed dates. 

The Allied High Commissioners have sent a 
Note to the Angora Government asking that in- 
dulgence be shown towards the Anatolian 
Greeks “pass in the ranks of the Greek 
Army, a who are regarded by Angora as 
traitors.

on the advice of the Executive Council. 
Mr. Cosgrave, who is expected to return 
this morning from London, has a notice 
of motion on the agenda paper concerning 
nominations to the Senate. It deals with 
the representation of such bodies as the 
Roval College of Surgeons, the Royal 
College of Physicians, Chambers of Com- 
merce, and other professional and public 
bodies which may not be otherwise repre- 
sented in the Second Chamber.

“CRUEL TO MYSELF.” 


Mr. Lewis, who appeared for the police, read 
the following letter, which was dated January

“TIT am going to leave everything to you, 
only I would like to help you.

“We must have no enemies, or even people 
who are a littl-—remember the saying; a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing.”

conscious, ‘I will never die, except naturally.

LATIN IN SCHOOLS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISIT TIM Fs. 

Srr,—Your leader in yesterday's issue on tha 
above subject is interesting. As a teacher of 
English I fail to see the necessity to learn 
Latin the better to master English. It is like 
sending a traveller to Rome in order to reach 
London. 

Those thirtv ‘thousand purely Hnglish words 
that you mention so lightly are our language; 
wy their means we carry on our daily inter- 
course. Our best literature is composed chiefly 
by their aid; our business affairs are expressed 
by their means. They are the most difficult to 
spell, to pronounce, and to construe into rc.d- 
able. pleasant prose: ‘They require all our at- 
tention for those reasons. If the precious hours, 
the waste of energy used in the study of Latin, 
were devoted to the study of English, it would 
be greatly to the benefit of our race. 

That the French have adopted a four years’ 
course of Latin in their /yedcs is no argument 
in favour of its retention in our schools for even 
a fraction of that time. Ag French is itself a 
Latin tongue, there may be some benefit cained 
by the study of a sister language; but it would 
seem to practical minds that the same time 
given to the study of French would “meet the 
needs of the French people more completély.~
